It is re- 
assuring to find two entirely different groups of people coming 
up with the same answer when confronted with the same problem. 

The principal thing that we must strive for, I 
believe, is that none of the exeoutive depsrtoents or ai^nciea 
be caught, in case anything does happen, in a position that 
finds them having Information which was not dlssminated.
